of South Dakota friends, more than a 
score of whom went to Arkansas to as­ 
sist him, was able to establish an alibi. 
Although he was arrested in South 
Dakota last spring and taken to Arkan 
sas, 
not until recently 
were 
steps 
taken by the authorities there to have 
him tried. 
Even then his trial was 
hastened through the action of Gov­ 
ernor Vessey, who wrote a letter to 
the governor of Arkansas asking that 
the accused man be given as speedy a 
trial as jKissible.

“It 1b a naked appeal to the power 
of the purse,” said Colonel Roosevelt, 
"a naked appeal to the twin emotions 
of fear and greed; and a frank ad­ 
mission that only by a large outlay of 
money will It be possible to beat Mr. 
Stimson. 
This appeal from Tammany 
Hall is in substance precisely the ap­ 
peal which has been 
made by the 
great financiers who desire to obtain 
or retain improper special privileges 
“There has been a deliberate effort 
on the part of these business men who 
are crooked to mislead and frighten 
their colleagues who are not crooked 
and especially to mislead and frighten 
the small busine ss men by telling that 
disaster impends if Stimson is elected 
governor, because Stimson is closely 
allied with me, and I, forsooth, am a 
dangerous man. and especially dan 
gerous to business. 
“I do not think this appeal has had 
as much influence as I at one time 
feared, but still it undoubtedly has had 
a certain influence.

Magazine of Mysteries and other pub­ 
lications controlled by Ellis, it was 
charged stock in the Kornit company 
aggregating $371,000 was sold to in­ 
vestors in all parts of the country.

some of the candidates will find them- I 
selves barred 
from participating

the forthcoming election. 
In Stutsman county the canvassing J 
board failed to make any statement 
of votes or certify any nominations 1 
except those of candidates who Had 
received more than the 30 per cent 
vote. 
With the declaration by the 
supreme court that the law is uncon­ 
stitutional 
many of 
the candidates 
were entitled to a place on the ticket 
and it was to gain this place that tile 
action was commenced. 
The supreme court has held that 
this is too late a date at which to in­ 
stitute such a proceeding.

Jack 
Johnson, 
champion 
heavy­ 
weight pugilist, to annex other honors 
as a racing automobile driver received 
a blight here at the hands of Barney 
Oldfield. 
Johnson showed to poor ad 
vantage in his new role, and Oldfield 
in one heat of their five-mile race at 
S beepshead Bay toyed with the big 
fighter. 
Only two heats were needed 
to settle the question of superiority. 
Following his victory Oldfield gave 
out this statement: 
“I raced Jack Johnson for neither 
money nor glory, but to eliminate from 
my profession an invader who would 
have had to be reckoned with sooner 
or later, 
lf Jeffries had fought John­ 
son five years ago, the white man 
would have won and after Jeffries re­ 
tired he would never have had to fight 
him again. 
If I had ignored Johnson 
for a year or so he would probably j 
have gained much e x i g e n c e on the 
tracks, and bought high-powered cars, 
while I am not getting any better from 
day to day. 
I am glad if my victory 
over Johnson will have any effect on 
the ‘white man’s hope’ situation.” 
In the first heat Oldfield ran away 
from Johnson. 
He was quic ker to get 
away and Johnson’s car never showed 
ahead. 
At the finish Oldfield led by 
about a quarter of a mile. 
His time 
for the five miles was 4 minutes, 44 
seconds. 
The time of the second heat, 5:14 4-5, 
or :30 4-5 slower than the first, tells 
the story of the heat.

Ottawa, Ont., Get 
26.—The black 
fastness of the north still holds the 
secret of the lost balloonists, Alan 
R. Hawley and Augustus Post of New 
York, and their sky ship, the America 
ll., which left St. Louis eight days 
ago. 
Various rumors have reached 
.he bureau established here by Ed­ 
mond 
P. Stratton, 
representing the 
Aero Club of America, but when sifted 
down 
they 
produced 
nothing 
that 
would indicate with any degree of defi­ 
niteness the whereabouts of the aero­ 
nauts. 
What appeared to be a promising 
clue developed when a dispatch from 
Huntsville stated that a guide, Rich­ 
ard Cole, and a hunting party had seen 
a balloon on Thursday twenty miles 
north of Bisco, Ont. 
This item of 
news, taken in connection with the 
fact that all the other balloons in the 
contest were known to have come to 
earth on Wednesday, inspired great 
hopes that something definite to work 
on had been obtained. 
Later in the 
day, however, it was learned from Dr 
C. Myers of Toronto, a member of the 
hunting party, that the guide was mis­ 
taken in the day. 
The balloon was seen on Wednesday, 
according to Dr. Meyers, and might 
therefore have l>een eith* r the Isle de 
France or the Azurea, both of which 
landed in that neighborhood. 
The idea that the party saw the 
America 
II. 
has 
not 
been entirely 
given up, but the incident immediate­ 
ly lost most of its significance with the 
change in date. 


Doubt C ast Upon Story. 


A second report that a balloon had 
been seen on Thursday in the district 
immediately north of Georgian bay 
reached here from the provincial po­ 
lice at Ontario. 
The report was sent 
in by Constable McCurdy of Chapleau. 
Some doubt also is cast upon this 
story. 
It is figured that the America 
on Thursday would have been either 
several hundred miles to the north or 
to the northeast of Chapleau. 
Louis Spindler of the St. Louis Aero 
club, who has been gathering data 
from friends in Toronto, advised Mr. 
Stratton by wire that he would leave 
for the North to make a personal in­ 
vestigation of both the Cole and Mc­ 
Curdy stories. 
A third report came from Quebec, 
but it is regarded as the least prom­ 
ising. 
Peter Brown, a constable of 
the provincial force, sent word that 
he had seen a 
balloon over 
I^ike 
Kipawa 
on 
Wednesday. 
Both 
the 
Germania 
and 
the 
Dusgeldort 
II. 
passed through this territory and it 
is possible that it was either of them 
that Brown saw. 
Opinion here is divided as to the 
possibility of reaching the men. even 
if they passed safely over Lake Huron 
and Georgian bay into the vast wilder­ 
ness of Northern Ontario and Quebec 
or the Ungava district, still further 
north. 
Professor R. W. Book, director 
of the geological survey, who knows 
the rugged and unpeopled country like 
a book, Is outspoken in his opinion 
that the aeronauts will surely perish 
if they sailed into the Far Northern 
section. 
There are parts of It, he said, 
whore Indians and halfbreed hunters 
have gone and starved to death. 
Other officials, including Sir Wilfrid 
Eaurier, who is taking a keen interest 
in the search for the lost men, believe 
they will come out all right, especially 
lf they landed south of the now line 
of the transcontinental railway.

The new nationalism, he said, has 
its source in the abiding disrespect 
Mr. Roosevelt has constantly shown 
toward “our form of republic” whi h 
has caused him to show dissatisfac­ 
tion with the public men of this coun­ 
try as well as its institutions. 
Citing criticisms passed upon Bis­ 
mer presidents by Colonel Roosevelt, 
Mr. 
Littleton added that apparently 
another executive, and that one of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s own creation, is probably 
awaiting his place in ’ this hall of in­ 
famy.” 
In conclusion 
Mr. Littleton 
said of Roosevelt: 
"in government bound by no law; In 
life bound by no policy; in intercourse 
bound by no attachment; in debate 
bound by no record; in society bound 
by no conventions; in conduct bound 
oy no tradition; in attack bound by no 
strategy; in retreat bound by no or­ 
der; in ambition bound by no limit, he 
towers today the embodiment of con 
scions and unconstrained power. 
He 
is the final, conclusive and dogmatic 
answer to the riddles of the universe."

The membership of this parish runs 
into the thousands, and the great ma 
jorlty of the parishioners never wor 
ship twice In the same locality, for 
services tire held mostly in the moving 
ships. 
No wedding has ever taken 
place In tills parish, no christening of 
a baby, no services for the burial of 
the dead. 
This sky idiot socks his parishioners 
in a small gasoline boat, twenty tw o 
feet in length. 
Besides carrying tin* 
message of gospel to these men. Im* 
takes to them books, magazines, pa 
pors and news of the outside world 
His visits are looked forward to by the 
lighthouse keepers and the lightship 
crews, for his territory is so large that 
he is unable to visit them more than 
once during tin* season. 
Some of tile lighthouses visited arc 
far from the mainland, arid the trips to 
them are hazardous. 
Standard Rock 
light, for Instance, is nearly fifty miles 
out from Marquette on Lake Superior. 
The light is loo feet iii height and 
rests on crib work, which is encircled 
by a railway, and for weeks at a time 
the weather is so bad that It is dan­ 
gerous for the keepers to venture out 
of doors. 
Between tin* light and Ke­ 
weenaw point there is a depth of 1,008 
f«M*t of water. 
On bis travels the sky pilot visits 
300 lighthouses, fifteen lightships and 
sixty life saving stations. 
Mr. Law 
doi»s not outwardly resemble a mints 
ter of the gospel. 
He is big and healthy 
and has a rolling gait like a sailor. Ile 
preaches simply to the sailors, with 
whom he is very popular
